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than  they  are  fairly  worth*  He  individually  works,  it  is  true,  at  th^, 
market  price ;  but  the  many  who  need  him  give  more,  by  five  hundred 
a>year,  than  the  market-price  for  his  work.  Under  a  good  govern¬ 
ment  the  excess,  it  may  be  said,  would  ultimately  be  placed  to  their 
account,  and  disbursed  for  their  common  benefit.  Under  a  good  go-^ 
vernment,  we  answer,  we  should  not  dread  the  improper  disposal  of 
offices,  and  consequently  require  auctions.  The  government,  to  be 
trusted  with  funds  raised  beyond  the  fair  demands  of  a  service,  might 
be  trusted  with  the  patronage  of  the  office  itself.  Further,  we  have  n 
strong  prejudice,  even  under  the  most  perfect  government  conceivable^ 
in  favour  of  keeping  money  in  our  own  pockets,  while  there  is  no 
exactly  warranted  demand  to  transfer  it  to  the  Exchequer.  Again, 
neverdieless,  we  say, — let  us  have  Mr  Bbntuam's  desired  power  of 
amotion,  and  we  would  not  quarrel  with  the  sale  of  offices  on  tiio 
score  of  the  excessive  pecuniary  exaction  from  the  public  implied  in 
it;  but  let  us  have  the  benefit  of  this  power  of  amotion,  we  might  add, 
and  we  should  not  require  the  sale. 

Hxrodotus  tells  us  of  a  cehaiu  matrimonial  market  in  the  East, 
in  which  the  beauties  were  first  put  up  for  auction,  when  tiiey  ob¬ 
tained  prices  proportionate  to  their  cliarros;  the  ugly  ones -were  next 
offered  in  marriage,  with  dowries  large  according  to  their  degrees  of 
ugliness,  and  arising  from  the  proceeds  of  the  beauties*  sale.  <  In 
i  political  auctions  we  thrnk  the  last  effect  would  be  observable ;  the^ 

I  persons  of  the  greatest  deficiencies  would  tender  the  ricliest  pecu¬ 
niary  offers.  There  are  some  things,  we  grant,  which  cannot  be  mn- 
dered  worse  by  any  change  of  system.  For  instance,  if  tlie  Commis¬ 
sion  of  the  Peace  were  put  up  for  sale,  we  doubt  whether  the  Payjuxk 
Maoistract  would  be  one*  whit  less  fit  for  their  duties  than  the 
Unpaid.  The  class  would  be  pretty  much  the  same :  the  country,' tp/ 
sure,  would  make  some  money  of  it#  own  wrongs,— turn  the. 
peony  from  its  grievances, — and  the  proceeds  would  supply  salaries’ 
for  Lord  Charleees  gnd  Lord  Johns,  as,  on  a  less  scale,  tfie  proceeds 
of  the  Secondary'e  office  supplied  turtle  to  the  capon-oraromed  citi¬ 
zens*  feasts.  The  Magistracy,  we  ad mil,  would  not  be  the  worse  (as- 
below  a  certain  point  there  is  no  deterioration ;)  the  Government 
might  be  richer ;  but  would  the  people  be  the  better  ?  Reform  the* 
Government,  end  you  will  not  need  sales  to  meet  the  mis|chieC  of 
favouritism.  The  Government  remaining  what  it  is,  nothing  wilL 
aaterialiy  conduce  to  the  benefit  of  the  people.  Raise  a  million  by 
the  sale  of  offices,  thus  sanctioning  the  blind  trust  of  authority  on  the- 
chances  of  qualification,  and  see  the  money  expended  in  churches,* 
or  in  some  such  form  of  cant  or  profligacy.  Two  or  three  years  ago 
there  were  tome  few  large  sums  afloat,  and  let  ut  remember  the  aban¬ 
doned  eagerness  with  which  they  were  applied  to  any  purpose  but  tlio 
relief  or  aid  of  the  people’s  burthens.  The  philosopher  who  con— 
templates  any  advantage  to  the  people  from  money  once  taken  from 
their  pockets,  reckons,  to  use  the  trite  proverb,  roost  egrtgiously 
without  his  host.  Our  Government  is  essentially  spendthrift ;  to  get' 
all  that  it  can,  and  **  spend  and  regale,”  are  its  maxims.  It  is  not  a 
govemasent  intended  or  aSiaped  for  the  benefii  of  the  many;  it  ia  a.

Pl^iTH  reference  to'  the  Secondary*!  Office,  the  Morning  Ckroniclc, 
^Rrerigthened  with  the  arguments  and  authority  of  Mr  Bentham,  has 
^(bly  advocated  the  sale  of  offices  in  preference  to  the  patronage  of 
^lihem.  Admitting^  as  we  do,'  the  skill  witli  which  onr  contemporary 
has  discttsaed  this  subject,  and  dbposed  to  defer,  as  we  generally  are, 
,  |o  die  supreme  judgment  of  Mr  Beittham,  we  are  yet,  we  must  con- 
^pss,  not  prepared  to  acquiesce  in  their  conclusions.  It  is  contended 
Hpt,  supposing  the  officers  appointed  are  equally  iocompeten^  under 
mme  ^stem  of  sale  and  that  of  patronage,  yet  in  the  first  case  an 
advantage  is  obtained  by  the  public,  or  a  portion  of  the  pnbHc,  which 
the  other  is  engrossed  by  the  individual  only :  thus,  for  example, 
the  cky  oT  London  *derived  turtle  and  Venison  from  the  sale  of  the 

Iiary's  dffice,  Whereas,  had  it  been  given  away,  the  Second arjf 
ivould  have  surfeited  on  the  excessive  process.  We  do  not 
;ree  that  the  probabilities  of  improper  appointments  are  equal, 
the  system  of  sale' and  that  of  patronage ;  for  under  the  former 
nation  would  be  purely  a  matter  of  chance,  while  in  the  latter 
light  inducement  at  least  to  see  to  the  fitness  of  the  candidate 
to  exist.

GREEK  STEAM  BOATS— MR  GALLOWAY. 
[*Mr  Galloway  has  addressed  a  Letter  to  his  ConstituenU  in  the  Ward  of 
Farringdon  Without,  in  which  he  enters  into  a  full,  manly/ satiafaclory,  ex¬ 
planation  of  his  conduct  in  regard  to  the  steam  machinery  ordered  for  the 
Greek  service.  As  this  subject  has  excited  considerable  interest  m  the  public 
mind,  we  give  that  part  of  Mr  Galloway’s  letter  which  relates  Ho  it:—] 

“  I  have  been  accused,  first, — Of  making  inefficient  steam-vessels,  and 
building  the  vessels  and  engines  on  a  novel  construction. 

“  Second— Of  delaying  their  completion  for  corrupt  objects,  because  I

Carf^ui  to  utter  an  outrageous  Ubel,  we  know;  ^ut  never- 
tbeless  we  will  venture  to  haiard  the  proposiuon,  that  a  considera  le 
number  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Commons  buy  the  pbces 
of  leglsltion;  end  they  are  certainly  on  the  average  neither  more 
nor  Um  fit  for  the  busioefs  than  others  of  the  House  of  Lords,  who 
act  made  foaUUtors  by  the  favour  of  the  Crown.  We  see  daily,  in 

the  insUDce  of  the  borough-trafficking  Commoner,  that  when  a  man 

purchases  an  office,  it  cannot,  as  Mr  Bemtham  declares,  be  presumed 
that  he  possesses  appropriate  aptitude  for  the  discharge  of  lU  duties ; 
for  we  have  striking  examples  to  the  contrary  constantly  before  our 
wes.  The  legislator  appointed  by  favour,  however,  boasts,  we 
grant,  no  supeciority  over  his  brother  by  purchase,  ^  because  the 
butintfs  of  le^laiion  is,  like  every  other  business  affecting  the  broad 
inteicsis  of  the  community,  entirely  overlooked  in  the  transaction. 
Tlie  people  themselves  have  ceased  to  be  mindful  (if  they  ever  were 
cognizant  of  the  obvious  truth)  that  aptitude  for  legislation  is  what 
they  have  a  right  to  expect  in  a  legislator ;  and  it  is  not  wonderful 
that  when  public  opinion  ceases  to  exact  these  requisites,  the  Crown 
should  not  foel  itself  responsible  for  any  glaring  deficiency  of  them. 
If  ministers  fell  themselves  as  responsible  for  the  fitness  of  Peers  as 
they  feel  responsible  for  the  fitness  of  Judges,  the  Ilouse  of-  Lords, 
so  far  as  new  creations  were  concerned,  would  be  infinitely  better 
composed  than  the  House  of  Commons,  so  far  as  borough-traffickers 
were  concerned,  and  here  we  should  see  the  superiority  of  patronage 
over  sale.  But  qualification  for  law-making  is  not  thought  of; — 
raising  money  is  the  grand  object,  and  in  the  huge  national  pump,  the 
greater  the  vacuum  the  greater  the  power  of  the  sucker. 

As  we  lose  sight  of  ol)jects,  eiilier  from  bestial  ignorance,  indiffe- 
lence,  or  despair  of  seeing  tliem  attained,  of  course  we  become 
negligent  of  the  fitness,  and  careless  of  our  choice  of  the  agents. 
Accordingly,  whetlier  a  legislator  is  made  a  legislator  by  favour  or 
merit— by  purchase  of  a  seat,  or  the  voice  of  a  people  •  assured  of 
htf  qualification, — may  be  a  matter  of  unconcern,  no  good  being 
expected  out  of  Bedlam  from  legislators  collectively.  But  as  we 
approach  ufiices,  Uie  utility  of  which  is  distinctly  understood,  and 
manner  of  executing  which  is  immediately  felt  by  society,  we 
^iill  find  a  more  earnest  anxiety  about  a  good  ^oice  of  the  function¬ 
ary.  Who,  for  example,  would  tolerate  the  idea  of  patting  up  the 


engines  alone  were  in  my  province.  The  class  of  engines,  and  the  general 
arrangement  of  the  machinery  were  specifically  directed ;  and  previously  to 
my  accepting  the  order,  drawings  of  the  engines  and  the  whole  of  the  ma¬ 
chinery  were  made,  in  conformity  to  the  instructions  I  received.  Theac 
were  submitted  to  my  employer,  and  were  ultimately  approved  and 
adopted  j  and  consequently,  I  could  not  be  considered  responsible  for  their 
pcriormance  or  their  failure. 

♦*  When  the  vessels  were  launched,  they  were  found  to  draw  nearly 
double  the  water  expected ;  at  all  events,  tjWy  bad  double  ihe'draft,  and 
therefore  double  the  resistance  stipulated  for  in  the  contract  entered  into 
with  me.  My  engines,  therefore,  had  not  merely  to  overcome  douole  the 
resistance  contemplated  by  my  employer,  but  they  were  not  modified  or 
arranged  to  meet  aud  encounter  this  increased  resistance.  If  upon  this  dis¬ 
covery  1  had  acted  the  part  of  a  prudent  tradesman,  instead  oi  that  of  an 
ardent  and  zealous  friend  to  liberty,  I  should  have  refused  to  place  the  en¬ 
gines  into  such  vessels  ;  but  my  zeal  for  the  cause  of  the  Greelcs  gained  an 
ascendancy  over  my  judgment,  and  induced  me  to  propose  to  alter  the 
engines,  so  as,  if  possible,  to  overcome  these  difficulties.  This  created  not 
only  unavoidable  delays,  but  opened  the  door  to  a  chain  of  events  by, which 
I  have  lost  many  thousand  pounds,  besides  having  my  professional  reputa¬ 
tion  unjustly  assailed,  and  my  integrity  as  a'man  undeservedly  shspected.  ' 

**  Ilow  far  it  was  pnklcnt  in  the  projectors  of  these  steam  vasstls  to  UaCtir 
the  uncertainty  of  novelty  or  experiment,  in  reference  to  the  intended  atr* 
vice,  it  is  not  my  duty  to  discuss ;  nor  is  this  the  occasion  to  make  such  an 
enquiry ;  but  I  may  be  allowed  to  state,  that  novel  and  experimental  ma¬ 
chinery  (especially  for  navigation)  is  what  every  engineer  dreads,  because 
it  invariably  gives  him  vast  addiiional  trouble  and  anxiety,  and  is  never  a 
source  of  profit  to  him.  Therefore,  in  accepting  the  order  fps  these  engines, 
I  neither  considered  my  convenience  nor  my  interest;  while  both  would 
have  been  promoted,  had  I  been  called  upon  lo  make  the  ordinary  engines. 
Injustice,  however,  to  the  projector  of  the  engines  ordered  for  those  vessels, 
1  sm  bound  to  state,  they  promised  to  remove  some  of  the  greatest 
inconveniences  that  exist  in  the  ordinary  engines,  and  to  insure  important 
advantages  to  steam  vessels  to  be  employed  for  naval  purposes  and  from 
the  experience  they  have  furnished,  and  the  difficulties  which  have  been 
surmounted,  I  entertain  no  doubt  that  all  the  important  objects  contem-' 
plated  will  be  secured.

It  is  singular  that  America  should  furnish  the  second  in  rank  of 
modern  novelists,  for  such,  as  regards  freshness,  vivacity,  portrait  and 
scene  painting,  we  hold  Mr  Coopee  to  be.  llis  canvass  is  doubtless 
exceedingly  more  limited  than  that  of  his  Scottish  senior,  and  his 
range  of  character  beyond  all  comparison  more  confined;  but  the 
v'wida  vit  unimi — the  Promethean  torch — is  possessed  by  Uie  less  as 
well  as  by  the  greater  writer.  Circumstances,  in  fact,  laugh  at  all 
attempts  to  locate  genius.  Hear  it,  ye  pen-and-ink  dandies  of 
Toryism, — even  Republicans  may  possess  it,  and  in  a  literary  as  well 
as  in  some  few  other  ways  prove  their  descent  from  our  noble  selves. 
A  magnificent  development  in  the  rear  too  is  likely  to  be  ultimately 
very  argumentative  on  this  subject ;  ‘but  we  suspect  not  before  Tory 
dandies  will  exist  only  as  things  of  tradition  and  gossamer,  which

The  Red  Rover.  A  Tule^  by  the  Author  of  the  “  Spy,**  tht  *  Pilot, 
the  “  Prairie,**  4  c.  4  c. 

Me  Cooper,  the  now  celebrated  American  Novelist,  while  he  has 
exhibited  general  powers  of  deliueation  and  description  of  no  com¬ 
mon  order,  has  made  a  particular  department  so  singularly  and 
remarkably  his  own,  that  lie  governs  in  it  without  the  shadow  of  a 
rival.  He  is  the  very  Kapliael  of  marine  painters,  and  has  only  to 
ship,  when,  in  the  words  of  Byron, 


conceive  a  _ 

*<  It  walks  the  ocean  like  a  thing  of  life.** 

He  creates  a  sailor  with  similar  force  and  felicity :  they  are  not  mere 
laudsmeo  fumbhed  with  blue  jackets  and  a  few  nautical  phrases,  but 
creatures  moulded  by  their  peculiar  experience  and  habitudes  into 
beiog*  whicii  notliing  but  an  amphibious  existence  could  render 
possible.  On  the  deck  of  a  ship  of  war  our  author  U  as  powerful  as 
llumer  on  Mount  Ida ;  all  is  |Nregiiaiit  with  vitality  and  animation. 
Nearly  the  entire  story  of  the  present  novel  is  comprised  in  the  history 
of  a  few  weeks  at  sea,  including  a  tempest,  a  wreck,  the  beauties  of 
refined  and  complicated  nautical  manceuvre,  and  lastly  an  engage¬ 
ment,  in  which  cverytliing  is  presented  to  Uie  eyes  of  the  miud  in  a 
maimex  that  renders  attention  unavoidable. 

The  story,  regarded  independently  of  these  themes  for  correct  and 
vvvid  deacriptian,has  no  great  merit,  except  that  it  is  well  constructed 
10  keep  up  ao  ioterest  imiU  the  dnuturjaeni.  Its  outline  may  lie  given 
brieily  tnou^ :  the  Red  Rover  is  a  pirate,  so  termed  from  his  mode 
of  painting  tne  sidf^s  ofhts  vessel,  and  it  founded  on  the  tradition  of 
one  who  eommitted  evireordinary  defiredstions  in  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  Gceant,  just  preriouslv  to  tfie  American  war  lor  independence. 
A  |dot  is  formed  to  entrap  him  by  the  commander  of  an  English 
diip  of  war,  the  Dor/,  the  first  lieutenant  of  which,  a  young  American 
of  the  name  of  Aifc,  r^lusiteers  to  promole  by  seexing  to  join  the 
pirate  in  disguise.  U  s  services  are  no  sooner  accepted  as  second  in 
commaod,  ibau  (the  character  of  the  pirate  vessel  being  unknown  in 
the  American  port  off  whidi  it  then  lies)  he  is  directed  by  his  new 
oomuiauder  to  rcsniue  bis  iocogiiito,  and  offer  liis  services  to  the 
owners  of  a  merchant  vessel  in  the  same  port,  whose  captain  had  been 
disabled  by  an  aeddent.  He  succeeds  in  this  double  disguise,  but 
endeevours  rather  to  get  the  vessel  away  than  to  betray  her  to  the 
pirate.  A  storm  however  settles  the  business,  and  the  lieutenant  and 
two  ladies,  with  one  of  whom  he  is  in  love,  alone  escape,  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  a  mutiny  among  the  crew,  who  leave  them  on  the  wreck, 
which  they  are  saved  in  a  boat  by  the  admirable  seamanship  of 
the  lieutenant,  and  are  picked  up  by  the  pirate.  After  some  further 
ndvcolures,  the  Rover  discovers  ike  roediuted  perfidy  of  his  lieute- 
MAt,  but  with  more  megnanimity  than  consistency  allows  him  and 
the  Udm  to  iwach  the  vessel  to  which  he  belongs.  An  engagement 
ensues,  in  which  the  pUale  is  triumphant;  and  the  lieutenant  and  his 
twoidmirabiy-drawn  aaaociaies^a  sort  of  Ni  gro  Tom  Coffin,  and  an

On  Tuesday  evening  Madame  Sala  made  her  second  appearance 
at  this  theatre  as  the  Countets  in  the  thing  insolently  called  the  opera 
of  Figaro.  By  an  unavoidable  mistake  we  missed  her  first  perform¬ 
ance  of  the  part,  which  now  we  the  less  regret,  because  we  feel  the 
more  confidence  from  our  opinion  being  confirmed  by  that  of  one  of 
the  best  musical  critics  of  the  day.  Madame  Sala  has  what  we 
would  denignatu  a  wall-cultivated,  motherly  voice  (if  the  meaning  be 
comprehensible ;)  and  indeed  the  whole  evening  we  could  scarcely 
divest  ourselves  of  the  idea  that  we  were  listening  to  a  gentlewoman 
in  her  own  drawing-room.  The  quality  of  her  voice  is  full  and  round, 
though  not  powerful,  and  she  had  the  good  sense  not  to  force  it — the 
vice  triumphant  of  the  modem  squalling  school.  We  had  no  abrupt 
alternations  of  lii^h  and  low; — now  a  whisper,  as  of  some  momentous 
secret,  then  a  shriek  as  at  the  loss  of  an  eye  :  but  her  whole  perform¬ 
ance  was  maiked  by  an  easy  undulation,  not  without  propriety  of 
expression,  and  Uiat  lady-like  self-possession  wliich  results  from  good 
understanding  with  a  knowledge  of  genteel  society.  All  this  praise  is 

due  lo  Madame  Sala,  and  willingly  would  we  pause  here,  but _ the

,  ^ught  not  to  pass  without  the  tribute  of  a  frank  and  cordial  acknowledgment 
t  of  the  magnanimity  with  which  an  honourable  nation,  by  the  reparation  of 
own  wrongs,  achieves  a  triumph  more  glorious  than  any  field  of  blood  \ 
earn  ever  bestow.** — Certain  conventions  regulating  the  commerce  between 
'  Ike  United  States  and  Great  Britain  (which  the  President  declares  to  be 
|Mater  in  magnitude  and  amount  that  that  between  any  other  two  nations 
2:the  globe)  being  near  the  end  of  their  term,  other  conventions  have

The 
timated  receipts  of  the  Treasury  are  21,400,000  dollars;  the  expendi- 
e  probably  22,300,000  dollars  ;  but  in  the  latter  are  included  upwards 
six  millions  of  dollars  applied  in  liquidation  of  the  public  debt,  which 
the  1st  of  January  1828  would  be  reduced  to  less  than  67*  millions, 
le  revenue  for  next  year  is  anticipated  to  be  fully  equal  to  the  expendi- 
re  of  this,  including  an  equal  diminution  of  debt.  The  deep  anxiety  , 
'wever,  felt  by  the  Citizens  for  the  total  discharge  of  the  public  debt,  is 
taded  by  the  President  as  his  apology  for  earnestly  recommending  to 
ongress  tlie  strictest  economy  in  the  expenditure. 

After  adverting  to  the  condition  of  the  military  service,  the  late  efficient 
erations  of  the  regular  troops  agiunst  the  Indians  iu  Illinois  and  Micbi- 
n,  and  the  expediency  of  increasing  the  number  of  Engineer  Officers  on  j 
•count  of  the  extensive  surveys  required  by  the  State,— the  President 
marks,  that  the  public  money  expended  on  surveys  and  works  of  great 
tioiial  utility,  may  be  considered  rather  as  treasures  laid  up  from  the 
ntnbutions  nf  the  present  age,  for  the  bienefit  of  posterity,  than  as  unre- 
uited  applications  of  the  accruing  revenues  of  the  nation.  To  such  ob- 
ta  of  permanent  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  country,  of  real 
^  lition  to  the  wealth  as  well  as  to  the  comfort  of  the  people  oy  whose 
^ut^rity  and  resources  they  have  been  effected,  from  three  to  four  millions 
f  the  annual  iiicome  of  the  nation  have,  by  laws  enacted  at  the  three  most 
^nt  sessions  of  Congress,  been  applied,  without  intrenching  upon  the 
:®****^^**  ij'®  Treasury ;  without  adding  a  dollar  to  the  taxes  or  debts 
the  consBQ unity ;  withont  suspending  even  the  steady  and  regular  dis- j 
'  **^8®  the  delitf  cooUricted  m  former  whicb^  within  the  Mine  | 
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three  years,  have  been  diminished  by  the  amount  of  nearly  sixteen  millions 
of  dollars.** 

The  Ebcecutive  has  paid  attention  to  the  gradual  increase  and  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  Navy.  The  President  again  urges  the  propriety  of  establishing 
a  Naval  Academy,  to  instruct  youths  in  the  theory  of  their  profession,  and 
to  give  them  such  general  knowledge  as  will  place  them  on  a  level  with  tho 
ofi^cers  of  other  maritime  nations  in  regard  to  education. 

The  Department  of  the  Post  Office  is  in  a  highly  satisfactory  state,  pre¬ 
senting  an  excess  of  receipt  over  expenditure  of  more  than  100,000 
dollars.  The  number  of  post-offices  and  mail  routes  has  been  greatly 
increased ;  “  and  it  may  be  anticipated  that,  while  the  facilities  of  inter¬ 
course  between  fellow-citizens,  in  person  or  by  correspondence,  will  soon 
be  carried  to  the  door  of  every  villager  in  the  Union,  a  yearly  surplus  of 
revenue  will  accrue,  which  may  be  applied  as  the  wisdom  of  Congress  may 
devise,  for  the  further  establishment  and  iinprovemeot  of  the  public 
roads,  or  by  adding  still  further  to  the  facilities  in  the  transportation  of 
the  mails.** 

Of  the  public  lands,  which  it  had. cost  the  Union  in  all  nearly  33  millions 
of  dollars  to  purchase,  about  19  millions  of  acres,  out  of  260  millions,  have 
been  sold,  producing  a  sum  nearly  equal  to  the  purchase-money  of  tho 
whole.  The  various  indulgencies  granted  by  Congress  to  the  purchasers  of 
lands,  have  had  a  most  beneficial  effect ;  the  debts,  due  by  them  to  the 
Treasury,  amounted  in  1821  to  22  millions  of  dollars,  but  are  now  reduced 
to  little  more  than  four  millions.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  lands 
have  long  been  pledged  to  the  creditors  of  the  nation ;  a  pledge  from  which 
however  it  is  hoped  a  few  years  will  release  them. 

The  President  concludes  by  enumerating  several  subjects  of  deep  in¬ 
terest,  which  have  been  recommended  to  the  attention  of  Congiess  by  his 
predecessors  and  by  himself:  among  them  are  the  debt,  **  rather  of  justice 
than  gratitude,”  to  the  surviving  warriors  of  the  Revolution ;  the  extension 
of  the  judicial  administration  of  the  general  Government  to  the  p®wer 
portions  of  the  Union ;  the  adoption  of  an  uniform  system  for  the  militia  ;  • 
and  the  amelioratiou  of  the  diversified  and  .often  oppressive  codes  relative, 
to  insolvency ;— upon  all  which  matters  the  President  offers  his  hearty 
co-operation  with  Congress. 

Washington,  Dec.  4. — The  reading  of  the  Presidents  Message  to-day 
was  interrupted  by  a  painful  occurrence.  Mr  Van  Home,  of  Pennsylvania, 
who  was  suddenly  seized  with  an  apoplelic  affection,  gave  a  frightful 
shriek,  and  fell  convulsed  and  lifeless  upon  the  floor.

million  for  liquidation  of  debt.  It  is  still  more  curious  to  listen  to  the 
Iiead  of  such  a  government  anticipating  further  retrenchment,  instead 
of  further  taxation,  in  consequence  of  a  slight  deficiency  in  the  revenue  j 
and  this  with  a  debt  scarcely  amounting  to  sixteen  millions  sterling, 
which  debt  seven  or  eight  years,  it  is  presumed,  will  entirely  remove. 
Republicanism,  whether  the  best  or  no,  is  certainly  the  cheapest  of 
all  government.  To  be  sure,  if,  as  Judge  Bayley  and  other  great 
authorities  contend,  a  large  public  debt  is  a  national  blessing,  the 
Americans  clearly  know  nothing  of  life  i  for  they  are  represented  as 
being  very  anxious  to  get  rid  of  theirs,  small  as  it  is.  They  should  get 
up  a  smart  aristocracy,  with  a  number  of  younger  sons  to  provide  with 
places,  and  they  would  soon  learn  to  know  better.  As  it  is,  they^are 
so  ignorant  at  to  seek  men  for  their  employments,  rather  than  em¬ 
ployments  for  men,  and  to  pay  "them  as  if  heavy  taxation  was  an 
evil,  while  sinecures  are  absolutely  unheard  of.  These  annunt 
Republican  Messages  pleasantly  enough  contrast  with  European. 
Budgets  and  explanations.  What  a  blessed  espot^  would  ope  of  this, 
sort  form  in  our  own  country,  with  Ir'»land  eternally  on  the’ fore¬ 
ground,  as  exhibitive  of  paternal  sway.  Speeches  from  the  Throne  are 
more  prudent  documents;  the  less  said  the  sooner  mended,  and  con¬ 
sequently,  to  say  nothing  to  the  purpose  (the  usual  practice)  best  of  all. 

Since  writing  the  above  Paris  papers  have  arrived  by  express,  to¬ 
gether  with  information  of  a  considerable  rise  in  the  Public  Funds, 
which  is  attributed  to  a  report  of  an  immediate  change  of  Ministry. 
According  to  this  rumour  M.  Chabrol  is  charged  by  the  King  to  form 
a  Cabinet,  the  members  of  which  are  said  to  be,  M.  Martignac  for 
the  Interior;  Guillemenot  for  Foreign  Affairs;  Roy  for  Finance; 
d’Arabrugeau  for  War;  Chabrol  for  Marine;  and  liavez,  Portalis, 
or  Pastoret,  for  Justice. 

A  short  time  ago  we  were  assured  that  the  Administration  wes 
about  to  break  up,  because  the  King  had  resisted  the  introduetioq 
of  Lord Holland  to  it.  As  there  has  been  nothing  in  Lord  Holland’s 
political  career  to  render  him  personally  obnoxious  to  his  Majesty, 
we  ventured  to  doubt  this  well  accredited  club-house  and  newspaper 
fact ;  and  now  we  are  informed  by  the  same  worthy  and  excellent 
authorities,  that  tlie  King  has  agreed  to  the  accession  of  Lord 
Holland  to  the  Government  after  Easter,  but  that  he  will  by  no 
means  hear  of  his  appointment  before  that  time,  his  Royal  mind 
being  completely  and  resolutely  bent  on  holiday-making,  to  the 
entire  exclusion  of  public  affairs.  This  may  be  true,  as  the  truth  is, 
proverbially,  not  always  like  the  truth ;  but  we  confess,  that  notwith¬ 
standing  the  circumstantiality  of  the  tale,  we  are  somewhat  sceptical 
about  it.  In  the  first  place,  for  the  credit  of  the  King,  we  are 
inclined  to  question  the  Tory  statement,  that  he  openly  declares  the 
preference  of  his  pleasures  and  festivities  to  measures  of  public  im¬ 
portance.

At  length  we  are  informed  that  the  Ambassadors  of  tlie  Allied 
Powers  have  really  quilted  Constantinople,  the  Russian  Minister  on 
the  4ih,  and  the  English  and  French  on  the  8lh  of  December.  It 
does  not  appear  that  their  departure  was  preceded  by  any  act  of 
violence  or  annoyance  to  the  subjects  or  ships  of  the  Allied  Powers, 
who  were  allowed  to  depart  without  molestation.  It  now  remains 
to  be  seen  how  this  unprecedented  rupture  will  terminate.  It  is 
clearly  within  the  power  of  the  Allies  to  put  an  end  to  the  war  in 
Greece  when  they  think  proper;  but  it  may  so  happen  that  Turkish 
ubtiinacy  will  make  the  task  of  such  a  nature  as  to  render  more 
extensive  hostilities  inevitable.  The  critical  points  to  be  managed, 
are  Ute  interests  and  disposition  of  Russia,  who,  flushed  from  Persian 
conquest,  is  doubtless  quite  ready  to  take  up  the  gauntlet  against 
iiow  the  latter  intends  to  act  it  is  difflcult  to  conjecture.

As  he  came  out  of  the  chapel  door, 
smiled,  and  shook  hands  with  several  acquaiutances.  He  then  said  to 
^  executioner,  **  Take  my  handkerchief  off,  and  tie  it  over  my  eyes  when 
am  on  the  scaffold.*'  Jack  Ketch  replied,  “  Av,  iw.  I’ll  do  it.  Sir.” 
Thank  ycm,'*  he  replied.  Thompson  also  shook  hands  with,  and  nodded 
several  persons.  All  being  now  ready,  the  procession  moved  slowly  on 
|i  the  scaffold,  preceded  by  the  under  sheriff  and  his  officers.  The  chaplain 
illiowed  with  a  black  velvet  cap  on,  reading  aloud  the  burial  service,  and  ' 
the  prison  bell  tolling.  Having  ascended  the  stairs,  Swaine  proceeded  to  ' 
the  scaffold,  leaving  his  companion  below.  Some  person  spoke  to  him,  and 
hi  replied,  I  can  smile ;  1  don’t  fear  death,  it  is  nothing  to  me  ;  I  am  a 
happy  man,  I  am  sure  He  will  forgive  me.”

i||kl,  ”  Good  bye,  gentlemen,  good  bye;  God  bless  you  — still  smiling  as 
Ai  proceeded,  and  even  when  he  stood  under  the  fatal  beam,  until  his  face 
was  concealed  by  the  cap. — Swaine  seemed  to  die  almost  instantaneously; 

Thompson,  who  waa  mucl>  lighter,  struggled  very  much  before  life  was

’^d  sax)  she  should  soon  be  dead.  A  patrol  then  came,  who  said,  “  D — n 
old  eyes,  1  wish  she  had  been  dead.”  He  brought  another  watchmao, 
the  i  our  carried  -her  a  short  distance,  and  then  let  her  down  agaim 
twne  of  th^  watchmen  wished  to  take  her  into  some  passage  and  leave  her 
Jtwre ;  but  the  spectators  having  threatened  to  report  their  conduct,  they 
.g^Qt  on,  dropping  the  poor  creature  at  every  few  yards,  and  in  the  course 
an  hour  arrifed  at  the  watchhouse.  The  Coroner  and  Jury  ceusiired  the 
gPrMchmen,  and  adjourned  the  Inquest,  in  order  that  they  should  be  sum- 
^goned  to  explain  their  conduct.-— On  Wednesday  the  inquiry  was  resumed ; 
^Bid  the  Jury  returned  a  verdict  of  **  Manslaughter  against  Turner  and 
^^llivan,”  the  watchmen,  who  were  committed  to  Horsemongerdane  jail. 

IVlonday,  an  Inquest  was  held  at  the  Golden  Lion  inn,  Fareham, 
^B^ts,  on  Wfliiam  Armsworlh,  labourer,  who  was  found  murdered  in  a 
^Bch,  m  Puxall  fane,  by  the  side  of  the  turnpike-road,  at  Fareham.  'Flie 
^■^ased  was  eating  and  drinking  with  M.  Shepherd  at  the  Lamb  public- 
^Buse,  about  nine  at  night;  and  when  they  left  the  house,  Shepherd  had  a 
|btfe  in  his  hand,  and  they  were  seen  walking  togetiier  in  the  direct  road  to 
wbxall  lane.  They  did  not  appear  to  be  tipsy  or  quarrelling.  Between 
mine  and  ten,  H.  Tatford,  who  lives  nearly  opposite  the  ditch,  looked  out  of 
m^  iQ  consequence  ef  bis  dog’s  barking  very  much  ;  when  he  heard  a 
mistling  noise  in  the  hedge.  J.  Tatford,  a  labourer,  on  going  home  about 
meven,  found  Armsworth  dead  in  the  ditch,  with  his  head  almost  severed 
Mom  his  body.  The  handlecf  a  case-knife  was  under  liis  head,  aud  145. 7d, 
Mod  his  tobacco-box,  &c.  oa  his  person.  On  Harris  taking  Shepherd  into 
Bustody,  next  day,  on  suspicion.  Shepherd  was  mucli  agitatea ;  a  small 
masp-knife,  and  a  handkerchief  spotted  with  blood,  were  found  upon  him. 
Ketween  ten  and  eleven  he  had  been  seen  to  enter  the  Three  Tuns  public- 
Bouse,  much  agitated.  His  great-coat  sleeves  were  turned  up  to  the  elbows, 
Mod  appeared  to  be  much  wetter  than  the  rest  of  the  coat — Ann  Burgess, 
M^  whose  uncle’s  house  Armswotth  lodged,  deposed  to  Shepherd’s  often 
wiquiring  for  the  deceased,  who  as  often  expressed  his  unwillinguess  to  have 
B^phtrd’s  company,  Sliepherd  had  been  inquiring  for  the  deceased  about 
Mx  on  the  afternoon  when  the  murder  was  committed,  but  he  was  out, 
Bbepherd  came  again  about  seven,  and  said  to  Armsworlh,  ”  Come,  my  lad, 
Hhomp-on  is  waiting  without”  They  then  went  away  together.  Verdict 
Wilful  Mmd€r  against  Moses  Shepherd.” 

Monday  afteruooDj  as  an  elderly  man  named  Nicholls,  wlm  resided  at 
tnnington  eioes,  waa  proceeding  along  the  New  road,  he  was  knocked 
wi  by  the  shaft  of  a  cart.  The  horse  kicked  him  violently  in  the  chest, 
d  the  wheel  passed  over  his  right  leg.  He  was  taken  to  the  hospital, 
itnout  hope  of  recovery.  He  is  about  eighty -six  years  of  age,  was  many  years 
weaver  of  ribbons  in  I\>laQd  street,  and  had  retired  from  business  with  a 
mfortable  income.

On  Thursday  week.  Captain  W*.  U.  Snow,  of  the  94tU  regiment,  died 
Suddenly  at  Devonport,  just  as  the  funeral  procession  of  the  late  Captain 
Bathurst,  which  Captain  Snow  intended  to  join,  was  about  to  set  out. 
Captain  S.  was  coming  cut  of  the  parade  at  a  very  brisk  pace,  and  roakingi 
Some  hurried  attempts  to  loosen  the  luiliury  sash  round  his  waist.  L’tter<^ 
ing  some  words  which  could  not  be  distingaUhed,  he  staggered,  and  fell 
on  liis  face.  He  seemed  quite  dead ;  and  with  the  exception  of  two  or 
three  heavy  sighs,  did  not  utter  a  siugie  sound,  alter  he  fell.  He  had  been 
affected  with  a  disease  of  the  heart  fur  twelve  months. 

One  of  the  banking-houses  at  Coventry  has  discovered  some  extensive 
frauds,  committed  by  mcaus  of  false  entries,  on  the  part  of  two  of  the  clerks, 
one  of  whom  has  been  apprehended  ;  the  other  has  absconded. 

On  Sunday  morning,  the  23id  December,  about  seven  o'clock,  the  Mar* 
chioness  Welltsle^  steam-packet,  struck  upon  the  Dugger  bank  ah  the 
entrance  of  the  harbour  of  Wexford.  During  the  confusiou  that  occurred, 
the  chimney  in  the  cabin  took  fire,  and  caused  considerable  alarm,  but  by 
timely  exertion  it  was  soon  subdued.  The  sea,  which  was  very  violent, 
stove  in  the  stained  glass  windows  in  the  stern,  and  obliged  the  cabin  pas¬ 
sengers  to  make  a  hasty  retreat.  It  was  some  time  before  boats  ouuld 
near  the  vessel,  and  the  persons  on  board  had  great  ditficulty  iu  getting 
into  them.  V'ery  slight  hopes  are  entertained  of  the  safety  of  the  vessel.— 
Wexford  Herald,  • 

Monday  afternoon  an  inquisition  was  taken  in  St  Bartholomew’s 
Hospital,  on  the  body  of  Sarah  Jones,  who  was  killed  by  her  hulbaud.— 
Sarah  Jones,  a  little  girl  between  ten  aud  eleven,  daughter  of  the  deceased, 
stated  that  her  father  lived  in  Church  entry,  and  was  a  fifemaa.  On 
Sunday  week  he  came  home  between  twelve  and  one  o’elock,  and  broughi 
some  pea-soup.  Her  mother,  who  was  intoxicated,  abused  and  swore  at  her 
father ;  he  told  her  she  ought  to  be  ashamed  of  herself.  She  replied, 
**  D — n  your  eyes,  1  am  not  tipsy.”  Her  father  was  washing  himself,  when 
the  deceased  took  up  a  fork  upon  the  dresser  and  threw  it  at  him )  it  struck 
him  on  the  head,  and  knocked  bis  hat  off ;  be  was  much  irritated,  took  up., 
a  saucepan,  and  threw  it  at  her ;  it  struck  her  on  the  foiebead  ;  she  suok 
to  the  ground,  and  the  blood  gushed  out.  Her  father  then  sit  down,  and 
ate  some  dinner,  after  which  he  left  home.  Her  inotlier  wa|  Iviug  on  Hie 
floor  during  the  time  her  father  was  eating  hU  dinner.  The  tleceaMd  lay 
down  with  her  clothes  on,  and  went  to  sleep  fur  about  au  hour  ,  when  slie 
awoke  she  placed  a  pillow  on  some  chairs  before  the  fire,  and  laid  her  head 
on  them.  About  five  o’clock  her  father  came  home  to  tea ;  he  never  apoke 
to  her,  nor  she  to  him.  Witness  took  her  mother  some  tea  where  the  waa 
sitting  (near  the  fire-place.)  At  eight  o’clock  her  father  went  U)  bed  ;  and 
deceased,  witness,  and  three  brothers  and  sisters,  younger  than  herself,  lay 
on  some  bed  clothes  in  another  part  of  the  room.  Next  morning  at  six 
o’clock,  her  father  went  to  his  work.  The  deceased  lay  till  ten  o’clocli ; 
then  site  went  out  to  cleau  soma  rooms,  came  home  about  ten  at  night,  aud 
complained  of  being  very  ill,  in  which  atate  she  continued  till  the  following 
morning,  when  her  father  desired  her  to  fetch  a  doctor.  The  deceased 
was  bled,  and  medicine  administered.  Soon  after  she  became  ciuite  speech* 
less.  Early  next  morning  her  father  procured  a  coach,  apd  the  deceased 
was  carried  to  the  hospital. — Mr  ll.  N.  Weeks,  house  surgeou  to  the 
Hospital,  stated  that  the  deceased  died  iu  consequence  of  the  wounds  ia 
her  head.— It  further  appeared  that  about  thirteen  years  back  aha  wan 
married  to  a  man  named  Langley,  a  waterman,  who  is  now  alive,  hut  aim 
had  parted  from  him  uine  or  ten  years,  and  baa  since  that  time  cohabited 
with  Jones. — The  Jury  found  a  verdict  of  **  Manslaughter”  agaioat  Jones, 
who  was  committed  to  Newgate  upon  the  Curouer’s  warrant# 

At  Yarmouth  a  regular  set  of  resurrect'ioQ  men  have  beqit  long  prac¬ 
tising  their  trade,  and  on  the  violation  of  St  Nicholas’  CUvrehyard  ueing 
publicly  known,  Mr  G.  Beck,  a  baker,  had  his  wife’s  grave  examined, 
when  the  body  was  missing.  The  churchyard  soon  became  thronged  with 
the  friends  of  deceased  persons  anxiously  examining  their  graves;  and 
eleven  bodies  were  missed  which  had  been  interred  since  the  16tb  of 
October  last.  They  had  been  packed  in  cases  four  feet  two  inches  by 
fourteen  inches,  made  for  the  purpose,  and  were  sent  to  London.  Tbren- 
of  the  supposed  resurrection  men  were  apprehended,  aud  narrowly  escaped 
destruction  by  the  mob  which  waited  for  tnem  in  the  streets  of  Yarmouth. 

Painter,  a  constable,  having  received  information  that  three  deplorably 
distressed  young  women  (sisters)  residing  near  Folly-bridge,  Ucrmofulsey, 
had  resolved  to  starve  themselves  to  death,  proceeded  to  their  wretched 
abode,  and  found  them  in  a  garret  destitute  of  everything.  The  room  had 
not  a  single  article  of  furniture  In  it,  and  the  three  poor  oi^ects  sat  huddled 
together,  half-naked,  on  the  floor,  without  a  spark  of  nre.  One  of  Urn 
poor  creatures  seeing  to  be  fast  approacliiag  dissolutioo,  and  altbougfi 
reduced  to  such  a  state  of  ill-health,  aim  was  without  a  bed,  or  even  straw 
to  lie  upon.  Tlie  eldest  said,  that  her  sisters  left  tbeU  situations  in 
sequence  of  ill-health,  and,  having  no  other  alternative,  came  to  reduOr 
with  her.  She  disposed  of  all  her  clothes  and  furniture,  and  every  means 
of  furnishing  them  with  further  support  had  been  exhausted  about  a  mouth 
ago.  She  acknowldgfd  tbattliey  had  made  their  minds  up  to  perish  together 
rather  than  apply  for  parish  relief.  Paiuter  iminsdiaU'fy  sent  out  for  food 
and  firing  for  the  poor  creatures ;  and  the  overseers  ascertained  Uiat  the 
three  sisters  bore  unimpeachable  characters,  and  that  their  misfortunes  did 
not  arise  from  any  misconduct  of  their  own.  They  were  subsequently 
placed  in  the  workhouse  of  the  above  parish.
